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To;  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Deal: 

Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  and  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  5'lst 
December,  1970* 

Population;  The  Registrar  &eneral*s  estimate  of  the  1970  mid-year 
population  (27,250)  was  120  above  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year. 

Births ; Registered  live  births  iiere  six  more  than  in  1969;  although 
the  national  rate  per  1,000  population  was  0.3  lower  than  in  1969  and  the 
local  adjusted  rate  0.2  higher,  the  latter  was  still  1.0  per  1,000  population 
lower  than  the  national  rate.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  shewed  a 
further  decrease  as  a percentage  of  all  live  births  (3%)  and  compared 
favourably  v/ith  the  national  figure  of  8%. 

Deaths ; The  death  rate  per  1,000  population  was  slightly  lower  at  11.7 
than  in  1969  and  on  a par  with  the  national  figure.  Deaths  from  cancer  ?;ere 
19  fewer  than  in  1969  but,  as  has  so  often  been  stressed,  figures  over  one 
t\7elve  monthly  period  for  such  a comparatively  small  population  have  no 
special  significance.  The  fourteen  recorded  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
or  bronchus  were  ten  fewer  than  in  I969  but  complacency  is  not  indicated  on 
this  score.  Six  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  v^ere  reported,  two 
less  than  in  I969*  Of  the  seven  deaths  reported  to  be  due  to  accidents  other 
than  motor  vehicle  accidents,  six  TJere  of  persons  over  seventy-five  years  of 
age,  tr/o  males  and  four  females;  five  of  these  old  people  had  falls  and  one 
succumbed  to  coal  gas  poisoning. 

Although  medical  research  and  investigation  have  positively  incriminated 
the  habit  of  smoking  as  one  of  the  great  dangers  to  the  health  of  man,  it  is 
unfortunately  distressing,  in  spite  of  extensive  anti-smoking  propaganda  and 
educational  measures,  still  to  see  many  of  the  younger  generation,  even  of 
school  age,  indulging  in  the  habit. 

Notifiable  disease  recorded  during  the  year  was  of  no  special  signifi- 
cance and  none  v;as  epidemic.  There  was  an  encouraging  increase  in  the  numbers 
of  children  accepting  protective  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  further  advantage  will  be  taken 
of  the  offer  of  measles  vaccination.  Only  two  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  v/ere 
reported. 

During  the  year  it  was  unfortunately  necessary  to  resort  to  the  provisions 
of  the  National  Assistance  Acts  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  a 98  year  old 
man  to  hospital;  it  is  always  very  difficult  to  decide  in  these  cases  to  take 
such  action  as  so  many  factors  have  to  be  taken  into  account,  not  least  the 
fact  that  the  patient  is  a human  being,  obstinate  and  non-co-operative  perhaps 
to  the  official  mind,  but  nevertheless  still  entitled  to  some  degree  to 
independent  thought  and  decision. 

In  the  following  pages  of  this  Report,  which  have  been  contributed  in 
the  main  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  there  is  an  account  of  the 
work  undertaken  in  carrying  out  the  many  and  varied  statutory  duties  of  the 
Department. 

It  is  m^'-  pleasure  to  place  on  record  ny  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
and  assistance  which  I have  received  from  Mr,  Borlase  and  his  small  but  loyal 
staff  and  from  the  other  Chief  Officers  and  their  staffs  of  the  Authority; 
also  to  express  to  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen,  my  thanks  for  your 
encouragement  and  support  during  the  year.

Unemployment ; 

Mr.  J.A.  Collins,  Manager  of  the  Dead.  Exchange  of  the  Department  of 
Employment,  reports  that  the  numbers  registered  as  unemployed  shon  a decrease 
over  the  corresponding  period  for  I969  of  64,  the  actual  numbers  being  398 
men,  and  72  vjcmen.  The  lov^est  total  recorded  during  the  year  was  in  July  with 
figures  of  287  mon  and  57  v/omen. 

The  December  total  represented  a percentage  rate  of  7*2^  of  the  working 
popula.tion  of  the  area,  a high  rate  when  compa,red  v/ith  the  figure  of  2.3^  for 
the  south-east  part  of  the  London  and  South  Eastern  Region  and  a national 
figure  of  2.7^. 

Mr.  Collins  comments  that  the  unemployment  position  in  Deal  continued 
to  foUov;  the  usual  pattern  with  a seasonal  drop  in  the  summer  months.  The 
placing  of  the  older  worker  continued  to  be  difficult  and  there  was  evidence 
that  increased  public  transport  fares  discouraged  the  v/orkers  from  travelling 
to  work  outside  the  area. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Collins  for  his  valued  comments.

The  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal,  under  the  administration  of  the  South 
East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board,  makes  provision  for  medical 
and  surgical  cases,  while  maternity  and  infectious  cases  (excepting 
smallpox)  are  provided  for  at  Buckland  Hospital  and  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital,  Dover,  respectively'-.  Any  smallpox  cases  v;ould  be 
referred  to  River  Hospital  (Long  Reach)  Dartford,  Kent. 

5 • Nursing  Home  Registrations  I^blic^  Health  Act, _ 1936: 


The  registration  of  Nursing  Plomes  in  the  Borough  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  County  Authority.  There  are  six  Nursing  Homes  in  Deal. 

6.  Clinics  and  V/elfare  : 

The  Kent  County  Council,  as  the  local  Health  and  Education  Authority, 
have  the  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  maternity  and  child  welfare 
clinics,  immunisation  and  vaccination  sessions,  also  school  clinics  for 
minor  ailments,  dental  and  opthalmic  services,  child  guidance  and  speech 
therapy. 

Out-patients'  clinics  in  all  specialities  are  provided  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  at  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal. 
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7.  Swimming  Pools; 

S^jiool  Sv;immin^  Pools ; 

Calmer  Secondary  school  has  a heated  open  air  pool  of  60,000 
gallons  nith  a continuous  chlorination  and  filtration  plant. 

Three  County  junior  schools  operate  portable  teaching  pools. 

These  have  continuous  filtration  plants  and  one  is  also  equipped  for 
continuous  chlorination.  Hand  chlorination  is  practised  at  the  other 
t\7o  pools. 

One  private  school  operates  a fill  and  empty  pool.  Hand  chlorination 
is  practised,  giving  reasonably  satisfactory  nater  and  the  pool  is 
refilled  at  intervals  of  about  10  days  under  conditions  of  maximum  load. 

Paddling  Pool,  Walmer  G-reen; 

This  is  a public  pool  of  10,000  restricted  to  young  children.  It 
has  a continuous  chlorination  and  filtration  plant  giving  a two  hourly 
turn  over  period.  It  is,  however,  found  necessary  to  empty  and  refill 
fairly  frequently.  Weekly  changes  are  necessary  during  periods  of  heavy 
load. 

Purification  Control; 

Regular  visits  are  made  to  all  these  pools  in  order  to  check  v/ater 
condition.  Bacteriological  samples  are  periodically  taken  and  8 such 
samples  T/ere  taken  from  serious  pools.  Following  one  of  these  samples 
adjustments  were  found  necessary  to  the  treatment  methods, 

8.  National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951: 

Burials: 

Three  burials  under  section  50  of  the  Act  took  place  during 
the  year. 

Tenders  v/ere,  as  usual,  invited  from  local  undertakers  and  a contract 
entered  into  for  a 12  month  period. 

Per sons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention : 

Action  T/as  necessarj?-  during  the  year  for  the  compulsory  removal  to 
hospital  under  the  emergency  provisions  of  the  1951  Act  of  a 98  year  old 
man  suffering  from  grave  chix>nic  disease  and  living  in  insanitary 
conditions;  this  old  gentleman  subsequently  diedo 

23  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  in  connection  with  elderly  persons, 
much  work  is  done  by  voluntary  bodies  on  behalf  of  elderly  persons  and  the 
Deal  and  District  Old  People's  Yfelfare  Council  acts  as  a co-ordinating 
body  in  this  field.

lledical  Lxaminations ; 

During  1970,  nineteen  medical  examinations  \7ere  undertaken  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  his  Deputy  on  behalf  of  the  Authority, 
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SECTION  C - SMITAIIY  CIRCUMSTANCI^S  OF  THE 


T7ater  Supply; 

The  Thane t T/ater  Board  is  no’-i  responsible  for  the  mains  ?7ater 
distribution  in  the  Borough  and  all  but  thirteen  dwellings  were  supplied; 
these  thirteen  exceptions  have  V7ell  supplies. 

The  Board  continued  its  comprehensive  sampling  programme  and  the 
Engineer  and  Manager  supplies  a monthly/-  summary  of  the  routine 
bacteriological  examination  of  samples  from  the  St.  Richard’s  Road  and 
Martin  Mill  (East  Langdon)  Pumping  Stations.  Copies  of  the  reports  of 
the  quarterly  chemical  examination  of  water  from  these  sources  were  also 
received. 

Sixteen  routine  bacteriological  samples  and  three  chemical  samples 
y/ere  also  submitted  by  the  Inspectorial  staff  of  the  Department, 

All  reports  indicted  that  the  v/ater  was  consistently  pure  and  v; hole- 
some  and  eminently  suitable  for  the  public  supply. 

The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  v;ater  remained  at  less  than  0.1 
parts  per  million. 

Extensions  totalling  233  yau'ds  of  6"  main,  77^  yards  of  V’  main 
and  781  yards  of  3”  main  y/ere  laid  by  the  Boai'd  during  the  year. 

Ten  samples  from  the  yvell  supplies  were  also  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory;  nevertheless,  in 
viey/  of  the  previous  history  of  unsatisfactory  results  from  these  sources, 
the  occupiers  of  the  properties  concerned  xiere  advised  to  continue  the 
practice  of  sterilisiiig  all  y/ater  for  drinlcing  and  domestic  purposes 
before  use. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage : 

In  my  report  for  19^9  mention  y;as  made  of  the  old  trunk  sey;er  in 
Victoria  RoadL  and  the  need  for  its  cleansing  and  repair,  I am  grateful 
to  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  following  information. 

The  v7ork  of  cleaning  and  relining  V7ith  g-unite  cement  took  five 
months  and  v/as  completed  in  March  of  197^1  • A number  of  side  connections 
to  the  main  sev/er  yjere  found  to  be  cariying  greater  floy;s  than  had  been 
anticipated  and  this  problem,  together  with  a number  of  quite  heavy 
storms,  delayed  progress.  The  contract  y;as  hov/ever  satisfactorily 
completed  v/ith  minimum  interference  to  normal  activities  in  the  area 
concerned.
